Forty years ago the Baptists of North Carolina began he — 
work of caring for helpless children. Nearly 3000 pave felt vai 
touch of the helping hand since that day. There are in meng wi 
bers 600 children in the institution; 110 of these axe an the —- : 
Home, our eastern branch. At present there are 83 — a 
386 children being aided in their own homes—nearly a soy sap 43 
all. Seven cottages have recently been equipped with cining Mees 
and kitchens, thus completing this system for the entire pepkaraEe. 
Everv cottage is now a complete home within itself, approaching 
the normal home as early as possible.
